On the dairy farm where 
skimmilk is produced and where 
alfalfa and corn are grown, the 
problem of providing home-grown 
rations for growing pigs is greatly 
simplified. 


If skimmilk is available, pi 


may be weaned at eight weeks. T^ 
weaning should be complete and 
decisive. The pigs should be placed 
completely apart from the sow. 
Heavy milking sows can best be 
dried off by hand rather than to 
return the pigs to her. Skimmilk 
and corn or skimmilk and shorts 
fed in the proportion of 3 to 1, 
make an excellent ration for wean- 
•ui^5' If skimmilk is not avail- 
able, a mixture of 5 pounds corn 
meal, 4 pounds middlings (shorts) 
and 1 pound tankage fed as a thin 
slop is very good. Good legume 
pasture will cut down the feedi 


cost 
Growing pigs running on 


pasture without skimmilk can be 
fed 9 pounds corn, 2 pound* shorts, 
1 pound tankage per day, or 10 
pounds corn, 1 pound tankage, or 
6 pounds corn, 3 pounds shorts, 1 
pound linseed oil meal. Skimmilk 
added to any of the last three ra- 
tions may take the place of a part 
or all of ;he tankage, oil meal or 
shorts. 
It requires about three 


pounds of skimmed milk or butter- 
milk to balance one pound of corn. 
Use skimmilk whenever you can. 
Nothing can quite equal its health 
and food value for growing pigfl, 
chickens and calves. 


Extremes in feeding should not 
followed. Do not feed corn alone 


:o hogs. Small, dry lots, dirty wa- 
ter to drink and nothing to cat but 
:orn is a severe handicap, and the 
east profitable way to grow pork- 
ers. Usually this method results in 
runty pigs if the owner tries to 
'save on feed," or in small, fat, 
chubby hogs if the owner tries 
'stuffing with corn." Range on 
egume pasture whenever it is 
available and plenty of room in 
winter with free access to good 
quality alfalfa hay in racks plus 
minerals and a balanced ration of 
p-am and skimmilk offers the dairy 
armer the most dependable and 
rentable way to get the greatest 
rofit margin on his hogs, regard- 
ess of the number he keeps.

putting economical, low co st g ains 
on his hogs with the new g rain that 
is now or soon 
will be available. 


moreover, a straig ht corn ration 
can not be much improved by the 
addition o f barley or o ats or other 
g rains. What a hog requires in hi ? 
feed are not only the g reat quanti­ 
ty s o f starch that Corn and other 
farm g rains contain, but also the 
muscle and tissue building protein 
which are found so plentiful in 
skimmilk. When enoug h skim milk 
cannot be had to g o around, tank­ 
ag e is the next best course o f these 
womDrful proteins. The use o f 
simple mineral mixture fo r building 
b ig bone is also recommended in 
every hog ration. 


The use o f all the corn and skis, 
milk and minerals hog s will eat will 
nourish them properly, make them 
g ain in weig ht most rapidly, pro­ 
duce at lowest cost, and build up 
strong , physical resistance that will 
make them less susceptible to hog 
cholera.
